With the celebration of Dominion 
Day,’ Canada completed the fifty- 
third year of Confederation and was 
launched out on another year of ef- 
fort and, it is to be hoped, large 
achievement. Judging by 
some standards the growth and de- 
velopment of Canada during the first 
half century since Confederation be- 
came an accomplished fact has been 
slow; measured by other standards it 
has been rapid. In all material re- 
spects it has been solid and the foun- 
dations laid permanent and good. 

Those who incline to the view that 
our growth has been too slow, and 
who point to the difficulty of obtain- 
ing immigration, and even of -retain- 
ing native born Canadians at home, 
reswting in a present population of

Even as recently as fifteen years 
ago, the great Provinces of Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, with their present 
population of approximately 1,500,000 
had not been organized,.while Man- 
itoba was still in a pionecr stage of 
development, and the possibilities of 
British Columbia were but dimly 
guessed at. Fifteen years may be 
quite a span in a man’s life, but it 
is but as a fleeting minute in the his- 
tory of a nation, and the 2,500,000 
‘people now west of the Great Lakes 
gives promise of a wonderful future.

Manitoba Testing _ 
Wireless Telephone 


Probable That Government Will As- 
sume Control Over This 
Communication 
Experiments conducted at 
quest of the Manitoba 


the re- 
government 
with wireless telephone apparatus be- 


tween Winnipeg and Portage La 


Prairie, 80 miles away, have been suc- 
cessfully concluded and a second step 
in the experiments is about to be 
taken, when conversations will be at- 
tempted between Winnipeg and Fort 
William, a distance of nearly 400 
miles. The experiments are being 
taken with a view to testing out a 
proposed system of wireless to be in- 
stalled in northern Manitoba. 

Mining districts and fur marketing 
centers are far scattered and sparsely 
settled. Land wires are costly to in- 
stall and to maintain owing to falling 
trees in the bush country. It is pro- 
posed to establish some dozen sta- 
tions at central points in as manv dis- 
tricts of the northland, and these will 
in turn be given communication with 
the, outside by a station of larger 
power at The Pas, which will work 
with another similar station at Swan 
River, 250 miles south of the former 
place, and in the well settled portion 
of the province. 

Should the wireless telephony prove 
successful it is probable that the 
Manitoba government will assume 
control over this form of communic- 
ation, just as it has the telephones, 
and that the wireless will be incor- 
porated in the government telephones 
system, In this way the government 
may be able to give service to many 
isolated points, notably in mining sec- 
tions east of Lake Winnipeg which 
cannot now be reached by land wires.

Nineteen years ago, Daniel McTav- 
lish, or Big McTavish, as he was Com- 
monly cailed on account of his great 
size, had settled in this spot with the 
determination of making it a home 
for himself and wife.

Everybody thought it a capital plan. 
The baby’s mother held the light rifle 
and pressed the baby’s finger on the 
trigger.

He 
took the lads on long tramps through 
the woods when the autumn glow 
was on the trees. He showed them 
hew to watch a deer-run and taught 
them how to imitate the wild turkey 
call. 

Boy McTavish was ‘his constant 
companion, and as a result Boy came 
to know the wild things of bush and 
water well. He knew the haunts of 
the brown and black bears, the gray 
wolves, and the wary deer. He knew 
just what part of the clear, deep 
creck the gamey. bass or great mas- 
kilonge would be lying in wait for 
some unsuspecting minnow, and he 
could land the biggest and gamest of 
them, too. Many a glorious summer 
morning’s sport did he have drifting 
down the creek in his canoe and out 
on the white bosom of the Rond 
Eau-Bay, trolling for bass. Boy loved 
those beautiful mornings of the sum- 
mer season when the air was alive | 
with birds and their voices, Through | 
the mist arising from the face of the 
water he would watch the great bass 
leap, here and there, a flash of green 
and gray high in the air, and tumble 
back to glide and sight and dart upon 
the shiners—wee innocent minnow- 
fish these, swimming happily up the 
stream like little children just out 
of school, There would be a shower 
of little silvery bodies as the min- 
nows in sheer terror leaped from the 
water before the greedy cannibal’s 
rush, and Bey'’s hook, with a'‘slfiner 
impaled upon it, would alight amid 
the commotion, and there would come 
a tug at his line that made the strong 
sapling rod bend and dip. 

Many a string of great, beautiful 
bass did he catch off this creek close 
beside his home, sometimes with 
Paisley, sometimes with Gloss, some- 
times alone. 

Boy loved these early mornings of 
his dominion of marsh and wood; for 
Rond Eau was very beautiful with 
morning tints upon her face, as up 
above the pine-studded Point the 
lights of dawn came bounding.

| War Office May Appeal For Reserv- 


ists to Strengthen the 
Army Reserve 
London.— The war office intends 
almost immediately to appeal for re- 
servists, according to the Daily Mail. 
The newspapers say it probably will 
ask for discharged soldiers and men 


who served for at least one year 
during the war and have not since 
joined the Territorials to enlist in 
the army reserve. 

“The decision,” the Daily Mail con- 
tinues, “is due to the serious view 
taken by the military authorities on 
the situation in the Near East, The 
chief factor in that situation is the 
rapid spread of the Turkish Nation- 
alists, under Kemal Pasha, the Turk- 
ish Nationalist commander.” 

London.—The army estimates com- 
ing up again in the house gave the 


commons an opportunity of discussing 


at length British policy and opera- 
tions abroad, special attention being 
directed to expenditure in Mesopo- 
tamia.. Former premier Asquith led 
the attack by moving a reduction in 
the votes, He declared there was no 
legal right for a British footing in 
Mesopotamia and urged the with- 
drawal of troops. 


Premier Lloyd George, defending 
the vote, pointed out that Britain had 
responsibility for establishing order 
and good government in Mesopota- 
mia, and if they were to withdraw 
now they would later have to recon- 
sider things.

Streets Swept By a Murderous Fire 
For Sixteen Hours 

Londonderry.—Scenes of the most 
terrible description were enaeted here 
when the streets were swept by a 
murderous fire for sixteen hours con- 
tinuously. One man was killed and 
ten dangerously wounded in one sec- 
Several bodies are 
reported to be lying in Bishop street. 
Among the wounded was a young girl 
and those who suffered slight injuries 
cannot be estimated. 

Sniping was indulged in on a large 
scale and there was indescribable fir- 
ing of rifles and revolvers all over the 
city, The principal conflict took place 
in Bishop street, where there was a 
large concentration of Sinn Feiners in 
the neighborhood of St. Columbia's 
Catholic college and Nazareth home. 
Sandbags were thrown up, from 
which a strong fire was directed at 
the’ Unionists. There was a vigorous 
exchange of fire and many casualties 
resulted on both sides. 


Continue Hague Tribunal 

The Hague.—The discussions of the 
commission of jurists strengthened 
the theory that the existing Hague 
arbitration tribunal will not be abol- 
ished if a high court of nations is 
formed, but, on the contrary that the 
tribunal will not only function ag for- 
merly, but have a considerable part 
in the selection of the judges for the 
high court, 


Japanese Recognition 
London,— A wireless dispatch re- 
ceived from Moscow says Japan has 
agreed to recognize the far eastern 
Russian republic on condition that it 
shall have complete political indepen- 
dence of the Russian Soviet govern- 
ment and that it guarantees democ- 
ratic form of government, 


Further Occupation 

Paris.—The note to Germany re- 
garding disarmament prepared by the 
council of ambassadors and approved 
by the allied premiers at the Boulogne 
conference was handed to the German 
peace delegation here. 

The communication probably will 
be ‘followed by another note going 
further into details and_telling Ger- 
many exactly what she must do to 
avoid further military occupation of 
German territory. 


Failure of Bolshevism 


London.—A Reuter dispatch from 
Stockholm quotes Mrs. Philip Snow- 
den and Dr. Guest, members of the 
British Labor Delegation which went 
to investigate conditions in Russia, 
and who have arrived in Stockholm 
on their return journey, as declaring 
that in their view, soviet Russia could 
teach western Europe nothing. So- 
cialism, they predicted, would prevail 
in Great Britain long before it would 
in Russia, the message adds.

Good Opportunity for Canada to

A recent bulletin by the department 
of trade and commerce on the sugar 
industry in Canada states that 204,- 
017 tons of sugar beets were used in 
sugar manufacture in 1918. The cost 
of the beets at the works was $2,593,- 
715 or $12.22 per ton. In 1918 Can- 
ada had 18,000 acres-in. sugar beets, 
which yielded ten tons per acre, at 
a value of $10.25 per ton, In 1919, 
the acreage was increased to 24,500, 
the yield averaged 9.80 tons per acre, 
and the price advanced to $10.85 per 
ton.. In 1919 sugar was approxim- 
ately 11 cents per pound; at present, 
granulated sugar is 23 cents per 
pound and may be higher. _ Existing 
conditions will have a serious bearing 
upon production.

Favorable Crop Reports 


Reports Covering the Three Prairie 
Provinces Are Most 
Hopeful 
Crop conditions through the prairie 
provinces indicate the best condition 
of grain crops at corresponding peri- 
ods for any year since 1904, which 
year’s June period has held the record 
as ideal, only being once approached 
in the season of 1912. Reports cov- 
ering over 200 points in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta show a 
much more encouraging situation 
than was the case in 1915, which was 
the west’s bumper crop year, The 
general condition of wheat is excel- 
ent and in localities where the seed- 
ing was late the plants are healthy 
and vigorous. Nearly 50 percent of 
the reports show the crop to be a 
week or 10 days ahead of last year 
in development. The reports indicate 
95 percent of the oat crop was sced- 
ed by the first week in June. A heavy 
seeding of barley is reported and a 
marked increase in flax. Most of 
this increased acreage is new break- 

ing.
